Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for1  the  year 
1960. 

The  retirement  of  the  Town  Clerk  Mr.  G.  L.  Day  and 
his  deputy  Mr.  F.  Fa  veil  took  place  towards  the  endi  of  the 
year,  and  their  devoted  services  to  the  Council  will  long  be 
remembered. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  Borough  continues  to  rise  steadily 
and  maintains  a  very  considerable  increase  over  the  national 
average:.  There  was  an  increase  of  more  than  20%  in  the 
number  of  births  credited  to  the  town  this  year  as  compared 
with  1959  —  a  fact  which  is  to  some  extent  related  to>  the 
increased  population  of  the  town. 

The  Death  Ratei  shows  little  variation  from  last  year's 
figures,  and  remains  well  below  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.  A  pleasing  factor  to  note  from  the  statistics 
is  the  complete  absence  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year  a 
state  of  affairs  which5  also  existed  two  years  ago. 

The  incidence  of  Notifiable  Infectious  disease  was  again 
extremely  low,  relatively  few  cases  having  occurred  It  is  a 
pleasing  feature  to  note  that  for  the  ninth  consecutive  year 
no  case  of  either  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  has  been  reported. 

The  Slum  clearance  programme  has  proceeded  satis¬ 
factorily  and  private  development  continued  at  an  increased 
rate  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Borough. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  still 
awaited,  as  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
indicate  that  no>  grant  would  be  forthcoming.  The  continual 
absence  of  the  scheme  is  very  much  regretted  and  is  becoming 
a  very  serious  problem  in  view  of  the  development  taking 
place  in  the  town. 
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The  Water  supply  is  generally  quite  satisfactory,  but  in 
some  parts  of  the  town  difficulty  is  experienced  in  supplying 
water  at  a  suitable  pressure.  To  overcome  this  problem  the 
Council  is  considering  the  construction  of  a  Water  Storage 
Tank  on  Houghton  Hill. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me,  and  to 
their  Officers  for  all  the  help  which  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 


1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Chesterton  and  Saint  Ives  Joint  Water  Board  still 
supplies  the  water  consumed  in  the  Borough.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  whereby  thei  Borough  takes  approximately  1,000  gallons 
per  day  from  the  Rural  Council's  mains  on  Houghton  Hill 
to  help  the  residents  in  the  higher  part  of  the  town  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

The  figures  given  beilow  showing  the  average  daily 
consumption  in  June  and  December  for  the  past  5  years 
indicate  the  increased  demand  for  water.

Anticipating  a  still  greater  increase  in  the  demand  the 
Council  asked  the  Board  to  make  an  amount  of  up  to  300,000 
g.p.d.  available  for  our  use.  This  could  not  be/  guaranteed 
but  the  Board  did  say  that  it  would  make  up  to  200,000 
g.p.d.  available  over  a  period  of  24  hours. 

Owing  to  the  supply  position  and  the  increased  demand 
it  appears  that  a  position  has  now  been  reached  when  the 
Council  will  have  to  seriously  consider  the  rejection  of  plans 
for  future  development. 

Consulting,  Engineers  have  been  requested  to  prepare  a 
design  for  a  Water  Tower  to  bet  placed  in  the  higher,  part  bf 
the  Town. 

Wells  serving  the  seven  properties  in  the  Wilderness  area 
of  the  Borough  began  to  fail  in  the  Autumn  and  thei  Council 
extended  its  mains  to  this  area.  One  house  was  connected  to 
the  main  before  the  end  of  the  year.

2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  real  progress  to  report  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  Modified  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme. 

During  thei  year  one  of  the  Ministry’s  Engineering 
Inspectors  came  to  the  Town  on  a  fact  finding  visit  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  whether  any  further  economies  could  be 
effected;  in  the  proposed  Scheme.  Hei  carefully  checked  all 
details  and  plans  and  visited  the  various  works  in  the  Borough 
including  the  point'  of  discharge  of  the  existing'  sewers.  His 
report  is  now  awaited. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


4.  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  collection  of  nightsoil  from  the  remaining  houses 
needing  this  service  has  again  been  undertaken  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  by  Contract.  The  number  of  pails  needing 
collection  has  again  been  reduced. 


5 .  Public  Cleansing. 

The  neighbouring  Rural  District  Council  has  again 
carried  out  the  refuse  collection  satisfactorily.  The  number 
of  dustbins  increased  during  the  year  with  the  number  of  new 
housed  and  the  figure  will  increase  considerably  during  the 
coming  year. 
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6.  Swimming  Pool. 

Several  Sites  for  a  pool  were  visited  by  a  Committee 
consisting  of  both  members  of  the  Borough  and  Rural  District 
Councils,  and  it  was  decided  to  recommend  that  a,  site  at 
Houghton  Road  was  the  most  suitable.  The  Joint  Committee 
gave  instructions  for  preliminary  negotiations  to  be  com¬ 
menced  for  the  use  of  the  site  for  a  Pool. 

7.  Shops  Act. 

No  infringements  were  found  during  the  year. 

8.  Caravan  Sites. 

An  application  for  a  licence  to,  use  land  as  a  site  for 
Caravans  was  received  but  it  was  refused  in  spite  of  the  face 
that  Planning  Permission  had  been  given. 

A  furtheh  application  was  made  when  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act  came  into  force  and  a  licence 
was  then  issued  with  Conditions. 

9.  Smoike  Abatement. 

A  nuisance  was  created  lor  a  period  extending  over  two 
days  by  a  boiler  in  a  local  works.  Investigations  revealed  a 
fault  in  the  machinery  which  was  quickly  put  right  by  the 
owner. 

10.  Bed  Bugs. 

No  reports  of  infestation  were  received  during  the  year 
and  no  premises  were  found  to  be  infested. 

11.  Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. 

The  Rodent  Operator  has  continued  to  inspect  properties 
and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  amount  of  infestation 
discovered  was  very  slight.  The  sewers  have  been  examined 
and  found  free  from  infestation.
